Bank Act Changes

OTTAWA, May 1—Finance Min- 
ister J. L. Isley today introduced 
legislation to the House of Com- 
mons lowering the maximum inter- 
est rate which chartered banks may 
charge from seven to six per cent, 
depriving the chartered banks of 
their right of note issue as from 
January 1 next, and making provi- 
sion for intermediate credits for 
farmers and fishermen. 

In addition, arrangements were 
proposed for making available 
through the chartered banks to 
individuals of personal loans on a 
five per cent basis, to be repaid 
in instalments over a year. 

Another feature was the an- 
nouncement of the government's 
intention to have the Bank of Can- 
ada take over the unclaimed bal- 
ances which have accumulated over 
the years in the chartered banks. 

Mr. Isley made a brief statement 
on first reading of a bill amending 
the Bank Act. He said a longer, de- 
tailed statement on numerous 
changes proposed would be made 
on second reading tomorrow, 


498 Americans

Typhoid Carrier 


Is Found in South 


A typhoid carrier in the Medi- 
cine Hat area, where a recent 
typhoid fever epidemic occurred, 
has been located by the provincial 
department of health, Hon. Dr. W. 
W. Cross, provincial department 
of health, stated Monday. 

Since the outbreak started, five 
deaths have resulted from the 
typhoid, and a total of some 70 

cases of the disease have been re- 
ported. The government took steps 
to close a cheese factory in the south 
which had been indicated as a 
source of the outbreak, 

It was found that the carrier was 
the wife of a farmer who delivered 
milk to the cheese factory con- 
cerned. The department has order- 
ed milk from this farm to be pas- 
teurized, and has carried out other 
regular precautions. 

Dr. Cross stated that in the last 
few years, the department has lo- 
cated 14 typhoid carriers, all of 
whom are subject to special regula- 
tions. 

No new outbreaks of the disease 
have been reported in the last two 
weeks,

shore and scored several hits on it. 
The crippled warship was sur- 
rounded by armed trawlers and 
light craft. The Germans tried with- 
out success to hide it with a smoke- 
screen from the shore. None of the 
aircraft was lost, despite light flak. 
The pilots said the Germans appar- 
ently had abandoned attempts to 
beach the stricken destroyer. 


DISCOVER DESTROYERS 

The engagemtnt opened near Ile 
De Vierge at the westernmost tip of 
France in the pre-dawn hours Sat- 
urday, when the patrolling ‘Tribals 
discovered two German destroyers 
ghosting along the French coast. 

They closed with the enemy 
who threw up a smoke screen and 
fled, firing heatedly. The lighter 

German ships apparently hoped 
their superior speed would carry 
them to safety. 

The Athabaskan was hit by*shell- 
fire forward of her bridge and 
flames leaped up the superstruc- 
ture. She steamed on, maintaining 
heavy fire with her after guns. 

Another enemy salvo smashed her 
after deck and the Athabaskan 
slowed but continued to fire with 
remaining guns until a torpedo 
struck her stern.

CHASE CONTINUED 

The Haida continued the chase, 
firing broadside after broadside. 
One of the German vessels swung 
around and opened fire on its con- 
sort apparently under the impres- 
sion that it was another Canadian 
ship. Then, blazing and out of con- 
trol, the Nazi crumpled nose-on 
onto the rocks of the French coast. 


The second German vessel slip- 
ped off into the murk while the 
Haida returned to the spot where 
the Athabaskan went down. She 
stopped there and remained until 
the sunken vessel’s skipper, Cmdr. 
Stubbs, who was floating on one 
of the rafts, yelled “Get away! 
Get clear!” 

The rescue operation was prob- 
ably the coolest and most daring 
part of the action. With the wink- 
ing lights of the Athabaskan’'s 
crew's lifejackets to guide him, 
Cmdr. de Wolfe nosed his vessel 
gently among the survivors, and 
when he brought it to a stop had 
his men throw overboard all avail- 
able lifejackets, rafts and boats. 


FORCED TO MOVE 

Despite the presence of enemy 
craft, the Haida spent 15 minutes 
dead still in the vicinity, picking 
up survivors, until Stubbs’ warning 
and the imminence of enemy air- 
craft closing in forced her to get 
under way. 

Lieut. J. W. Scott, R.C.N.V.R., of 
Halifax, one of those picked up, 
said he had been on the same raft 
as Stubbs, who could have been 
picked up too, “if he had wanted 
the Haida to stay.” 

“It was the action of a very 
brave and gallant gentleman,” 
said Lt.-Cmdr. William Sclater, 
R.C.N. public relations officer 
aboard the Haida. Stubbs’ order, 
he said, left the Athabaskan’s 
commander “covered with oil on 
a drifting raft to meet a cold, un- 
friendly dawn off an enemy 
coast.” 

Besides Scott, who was on his 
first sea appointment, 39 ratings 
were picked up by the Haida while 
six others landed on the south coast 
in a motor-launch dropped by the 
Haida in which they made their 
way in safety across the channel. 
SHARED IN VICTORY 


The Athabaskan fought her last 
fight three days after she shared 
a victory over another Nazi de- 
stroyer in the channel. Other ves- 
sels participating in that action 
were the new British cruiser Black 
Prince, and the Canadian destroy- 
ers Haida, Huron and British de- 
stroyer Ashanti, 


The Athabaskan was holed by | 


a German aerial torpedo in the 

Bay of Biscay, last August and 
was kept out of action for some 
months. On that occasion the 
Germans claimed she had been 
sunk, 

She also took part in the Arctic 
battle late last year in which the 
German battleship Scharnhorst was 
sunk, She regularly took part in 
dangerous offensive patrols in

Plastics Superior to Metal 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 


NEW YORK, May 1.—(CP)—A 
new airplane structural material, 
of glass and plastics, 50 per cent 
stronger than metal fuselages 
and 80 per cent stronger than 
wooden fuselage is now in ser- 
vice, was announced here yester- 
day. 

The new material is a quarter 
to a half inch thick. The plastic 
reinforced by glass fibres in a 
manner like that of concrete rein- 
forced by steel rods. 

The fibre glass reinforcement 
is either a glass cloth, or fine 
fibres. Strengths vary somewhat 
according to the direction in 
which the majority of the glass 
fibres run, 

The announcement was made 
by the Bureau of Industrial Ser- 
vice, Inc,, with a military clear- 
ance from both Wright field and 
Washington ’ 

In tests at Wright Field the 
material was formed into fuse- 
lage, side panel and tail cones, 
with the glass-plastic serving as 
the outer and inner Jayers of a 
sandwich, and the core of balsa 
wood. 

In firing tests the new struc- 
ture perforated cleanly, without

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flowering into jagged edges. Cer- 
tain high explosive projectiles 
went through without detonating. 
Failure to explode was due to 
low density of the new-type walls, 
The announcement stated that 
the new stuff is a potential con- 
tribution to aviation and that uses 
are expected in automotive, mar- 
ine and building fields.

IMPERIAL OF 
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Protection Needed Now 


Col. Ralston, acting Prime Minister, 
told parliament that under the new housing 
program provision will be made for the 
accommodation of the families of men in 
the fighting forces. This is welcome news, 
though it had been generally assumed that 
soldiers’ dependents would be given pri- 
ority where their needs were urgent. But 
it takes time to build houses, and many of 
these families require assistance now. The 
soldier’s wife who must move and who 
cannot find shelter for herself and her 
children needs help at once, not three 
months or six months from now. 

A practical way to deal with such cases, 
and there are a good many of-them, is to 
give some one in each community author- 
ity to forbid the eviction of dependents 
who have not been able to locate other 
living quarters. The head of the police 
force or a magistrate or a rental control 
official should be a suitable person to exer- 
cise such authority with discretion and 
with knowledge of the facts in each case. 
However fast the construction program 
may be pushed ahead, the soldier’s family 
will have to wait while their house is being 
built. Where are they going to wait? 
That is the very practical question with 
which quite a number of these families 
are faced. y 


Back Into Production 


Edmonton district coal mines are to 
be put back into production, after being 
idle for some weeks because of disagree- 
ment between the operators and the Gov- 
ernment as to how much should be paid 
as subsidy from the Dominion treasury. 
The resumption of business will be wel- 
comed by the public, as it is no doubt 
welcomed by the miners and the operators. 
The general fuel situation is such that 
idle mines in any locality involve more or 
less threat of a fuel shortage later on. 

It has not been announced what ar- 
rangements have been made to protect 
the mining companies from the losses 
they claimed must result under the former 
conditions as to price and subsidy. These 
are apparently satisfactory, and it is to be 
ho they assure continuous summer 
operation at something approaching full 
normal capacity. Further interruptions or 
only minimum production would cause the 
miners to scatter, and there would be an- 
other scurry and scramble next fall to 
bring the labor supply up to winter re- 
quirements. 

Alberta consumers would do well to 
note that there is a shortage of railway 
cars, due to the heavy eastward movement 
of grain. This is therefore a good time to 
lay in next winter’s coal supply. Other- 
wise the mines may not be able to keep 
their crews busy during the summer and 
be ready for all-out production when cold 
weather returns.

Canada Will Remember 


Called from civilian life when the col- 
lapse of France made certain that the 
United States would have to join in the 
fight for freedom, it was the destiny of 
Col, Frank Knox, a soldier, to become the 
executive head of the greatest naval force 
his country had ever built, perhaps the 
greatest that has ever existed anywhere. 
The world knows, none better than the 
chiefs of the enemy powers, how singly 
and successfully he devoted himself to his 
task. 

Two years ago last December the battle 
fleet of the United States was destroyed 
by Japanese treachery at Pearl Haiker. 
But when Col. Knox died on Friday an- 
other United States battle fleet had the 
Japanese navy bottled up in its home 
waters, while in all the seven seas Amer- 
ican warships dropped their flags to half- 
mast as they caught the radioed signals 
that he had gone. That is the measure of 
the service he gave to his country and to 
the cause of liberty. The fleet he leaves 
is his monument. 

Canadians, more deeply than people of 
other foreign countries, will share with 
their neighbors the passing of this great 
American, and will want to add tributes of 
something more than respect for the man 
and his work. For he came of Canadian 
parentage. His father and mother hailed 
from the maritime provinces.

Safety First 


The first week of the Victory Loan 
campaign brought total sales up to more 
than $419,000,000, There is assurance in 
this that the required $1,200,000,000 will 
be obtained as a minimum, Of this there 
was in fact hardly a doubt from the be- 
ginning. 

One feature of the selling is not so 
satisfactory. Individual buyers have not 
been investing as heavily as they did in 
the corresponding period of the last cam- 
paign. This does not matter so far as the 
immediate war needs are concerned. 
Money turned in by a few large corpora- 
tions will go just as far in paying for mu- 
nitions as money subscribed by a host of 
small buyers, 

But for other reasons it will be regret- 
table if individual purchases do not speed 
up and yield fully as large a sum as in the 
Fifth Loan sale, namely $603,000,000, One 
object of the loan is to absorb present buy- 
ing power, and thus prevent people bidding 
up the price of consumer goods and wast- 
ing labor in the production of non-neces- 
saries, This object will not be obtained if 
those of moderate means hang onto their 
mougy and leave the bond-buying to con- 


cerns which have cash reserves and trust 
funds for which they are seeking safe in- 
vestment. 

And having regard to future security, 
the more bond-buyers there are the less 
likely that wideSpread hardship will creep 
across the country when the Government 
stops pouring our war money. Enlightened 
self-interest comes into the calculation at 
this point. The man who buys bonds is 
safeguarding his own future and that of 
his family. The man who Ieaves it to 
others to do the buying is leaving himself 
and his family to chance.

This marks 
another advance of land-based air opera- 
tions toward the Japanese citadel along 
the southern route, On the northern route 
planes from the Aleutians have struck 
somewhat closer to the enemy capital. The 
area of the Pacific over which Japan now 
holds control is being narrowed from both 
directions. Any place not more than a 
thousand miles from: an Allied base is 
within effective bombing range. The shores 
of Japan are not much more than that far 
from Allied bases on both lines of ap- 
proach, 


Sena oa nS 
In three days 12,000 Allied planes 
raided points in Axis Europe. They dis- 
tributed their unwelcome attention all the 
way from France to Romania, naturally 
concentrating heavily on the Nazi fortified 
zone opposite Britain, but pounding only 
less heavily the Ploesti oil refineries and 
the rail and highway routes from that 
area to Germany. It was the tenth day of 
continuous attack. Herr Goebbels has tes- 
tified to the devastation by going on the 
air to tell his hearers that many of the 
Reich munitions plants are under ground 
and therefore immune, Apparently the 
Nazi is supposed to reconcile himself to the 
demolition of railways and industrial cen- 
ters and oil refineries by knowing that the 
underground plants and war workers are 
safe. Perhaps he can do it.

For some peculiar reason or an- 
other, explainable only, I suppose, 
by some obscure and unknown law 
of public opinion, I have had let- 
ters from no less than 11 persons 
asking me to discuss the prospects 
for invasion on tonight's broad- 
cast, 

I regret very 
much that I am 
quite unable to 
meet these re- 
quests. I am pre- 
vented from do- 
ing so by two in- 
surmountable ob- 
stacles. 

The first is that 
censorship _ strict- 
ly forbids any 
speculation about

I might, it is true, indulge in a 
number of vague guesses. But they 
would be no more than guesses. 
And your guesses are quite as good 
as mine—perhaps better. More- 
over, at the very moment that I 
might be sounding off along a cer- 
tain line, actual events might be 
proving me quite wrong. So, if you 
please, I shan't discuss the invas- 
ion. I'm sorry.

I made the statement on this 
broadcast, some weeks ago, that 
great as had been Russia’s progress 
under the Communist regime, the 
progress of India under the British 
regime had been even greater. 

A number of persons have asked 
me to amplify that statement. 

First let me say that the difficul- 
ties faced by those who sought to 
improve the lot of the Russian 
peoples did not begin to compare 
with the difficulties faced by those 
who sought to improve social, phy- 
sical, political and economic condi- 
tions among the East Indians. 

It is true that Russia is composed 
of a multiplicity of races speaking 
a multiplicity of languages. But 
racial differences have never been 
a serious barrier to national under- 
standing in Russia. That is to say, 
there have .been no deep-seated ra- 
cial enmities among them. Nor has 
religion set up any insuperable 
barriers in Russia. 

On the other hand, both race and 
religion have always caused dan- 
gerous friction among the people 
of India, In that land, there are 45 
races, speaking 200 distinct lan- 
guages. There are 2,400 castes or 
tribes, and 700 feudatory states. 
There are nine major religions. 

From time immemorial and up 
until the establishment of British 
rule, each sect, each tribe, each 
race was at active war with all 
others, 


* * * 


Perhaps the first and greatest of 
the benefactions brought by the 
British to India is comparative 
civil peace. The annual death rate 
from human violence prior to Brit- 
ish rule was roughiy 78.6 in every 
thousand of population. That has 
been reduced to a fraction of one 
in every thousand. 

Through sanitation and health 
measures, the British have also re- 
duced materially the death rate 
from disease. Fifty years ago, that 
death rate was 62.46 per thousand. 
Today it is 25.56 per thousand-— 
still bad enough, but an amazing 
improvement. 

The British have established 4, 
000 hospitals in India which treat 
more than 42 million patients every 
year. 

India still has many illiterates. A 
century ago, India was almost en- 
tirely illiterate with the exception 
of the sons of wealthy and ruling 
families and the priest caste. The 
British have established 16 univer- 
sities in India. Altogether, there 
are 226,331 recognized educational 
institutions with 13,831,707 scholars, 
and 17,036 unrecognized schools 
with 521,538 scholars, 

Economically, the British have 
raised the Indian living standard 
immeasurably. They have provid- 
ed markets for Indian manufacture. 
They have increased Indian pro- 
duction. They have improved the 
lot of the Indian farmer. British! 
irrigation has reclaimed 48 millions 
of acres of farm lands,

Social abuses have been eliminat- 
ed by the scores, The practice of 
Suttee, for instance, which directed 
that a living wife should be burned 
on the funeral pyre of her dead 
husband, has been completely sup- 
pressed. 

The lot of the “Untouchables,” 
the lowest stratum in the compli- 
cated caste system, has been im- 
mensely improved, Fifty years 
ago, the Untouchable was an utter

outcast. No one would speak to 
him or come near him. If his sha- 
dow fell across the food of higher 
castes, it was thrown away as pol- 
luted. 

Today, an Untouchable, Dr, Am- 
bedkar, sits on the executive coun- 
cll of the British Viceroy, 

Reformed marriage laws have af- 
forded relief from what used to be 
an, intolerable condition when 
young girls of from three to 12 
years old were given in marriage to 
adult men. Today the minimum 
marriageable age is 14, and the age 
of consent has been fixed at 16, 


* * x 


These are only a very few of the 
thousands of reforms effected in 
India by British rule. But surely 
they are enough to indicate that 
this rule has extended over that 
tormented country like a benizon 
and that the economic, social, 
moral and physical benefits have 
been inestimable. 

I realize that it is a difficult if 
not impossible business to make 
comparisons in such matters, I rea- 
lize too that the progress and im- 
provements in Russian life have} 
been amazing. | 

But it does seem wholly unfair 
fo give such zealous and sometimes 


boisterous applause to the Russiaa 
achievement and to accord nothing 
but abuse to a work of reclamation | 
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and uplift in India that has been 
more amazing. 

It is impossible to calculate a 
country's progress entirely on its 
political status. Happiness and 
well-being are not measured equit- 
ably in terms of the franchise—al- 
though we have democratic illus- 
ions that such is the case. The 
vote does not automatically bring 
adequate food and shelter and so- 
cial legislation. 

I think the time has come to stop 
bedevilling the British Empire 
about its truly magnificent work in 
India.

With reference to my remarks of 
two weeks ago on the threat of a 
growing anti-semitism in Canada, 
a number of letters have been writ 
ten to me purporting to reveal the 
extent and nature of this growth. 
Some of these were from Jews, 
Ninety per cent of them were from 
non-Jews. 

Now one of the latter tells a story 
so horrible and so incredible that, 
had I not taken care to verify it, 
I could not have believed it. It 
was simply this: 

That during Holy Week, which 
precedes Easter, when the minds 
of devout people were turned to 
the Crucifixion and Resurrection of 
the Saviour of the world, little 
Christian children were saying to 
little Jewish children in the schools 
and on the streets, “We hate Jews 
because they hung Christ on the 
Cross”. 

Now I am not blaming the chil- 
dren who uttered these dreadful 
words. But I am blaming the 
grown-ups who permitted them to 
get such ideas into their heads. 

It seems to me that this is the 
most fiendish, the most un- 
Christian and the most terrible 
taunt that the lips of any human 
being could utter,

This reproach against the Jews is 
repudiated by almost every branch 
of the Christian Chureh. Both the 
Roman Catholic Church and the 
Church of England specifically in- 
clude prayers for the Jews in their 
Good Friday services in an effort 
to prevent any unreasonable hatred 
of the Jews that might arise from 
an unthinking interpretation of the 
Gospel stories of the Crucifixion. 

Thus, the taunt is not only 
ecclesiastically indefensible, but is 
also a moral and spiritual abomina- 
tion. 

If, as Christians hope and believe, 
the whole world will one day pass 
under the compassionate dominion 
of Christ, nothing could so terribly 
postpone that day and frustrate 
that hope as the inference that part 
of the world was irretrievably lost. 
I confess I have difficulty finding 
words to express my abhorrence of 
such an act, 

There is nothing more tragically 
criminal, nothing more desperately 
evil, nothing more completely out 
of tune with the spirit of Christian- 
ity than to fasten, of our own hu- 
man judgment, upon little children 
of any race the awful blood guilt of 
deicide.

Few Facts Known About Stalin 


Soviet Head Emerged 
From Obscurity to High 
Place in World Affairs 
By MARY ALICE QUAYNE 

Stalin is still an enigma despite 
all the tons of paper that have been 
devoted to him these last 20 years. 

From the many volumes about this 


strong man of the world only a 
few meagre facts emerge out of all 
the conjecture and theory. 

One reason for this enigma has 
been the conviction of Stalin and 
other Soviet figures that their 
leaders should not be personally 
glamorized, and with Stalin espe- 
cially is the fact that he has always 
been more interested in power 
than plaudits, 

Born in the Caucasus village of 
Gori in 1879, he was the son of a 
Georgian cobbler named Vissarion 
Djugashvilli who died when Stalin 
was 1], leaving his widow Catherine 
to support the boy by dressmaking. 

His home is called a_ peasant 
cottage, but that sounds worse than 
it was—actually it was as good as 
the majority of small homes in 
small towns in Canada, with turned 
wooden banisters around the front 
porch and a brick foundation, The 
house is now enshrined in a marble 
superstructure 

As a child Stalin sang solos in

a short-sighted and even bigotted 
viewpoint. 

A far from complete survey of 
the situation was made in Edmon- 
ton just before Christmas and it 
was established beyond doubt that 
at least 78 mothers needed before 
school care for 123 children; that 
at least 205 mothers required a 
noon meal for 330 children; that at 
least 145 mothers required after 
school care for 250 children. 

In spite of the fact that the Do- 
minion Government considers 20 
children sufficient for the estab- 
lishment of one day nursery, this 
survey was rejected by the Pro- 
visional Advisory Committee. 

Another test sectional survey was 
made April 18th to 22nd by the 
Citizens’ Volunteer Bureau. <A 
house-to-house canvass was made 
in ten typical blocks and it was 
found, in these ten blocks alone, 
that 16 mothers of 21 children do 
require and want a day nursery 
service, These results were checked 
by Selective Service on April 24th 
and 25th and it was found that in 
this small area alone 25 mothers of 
33 children were working in in- 
dustries classified as A and B 
priority, that is, essential to the war 
effort. 

This evidence also was rejected 
by the Advisor Committee, a 
majority of whose members based 
their findings on ‘the results of a 
coupon inserted as an advertise- 
ment in the daily newspapers. This 
coupon questionnaire was so vague, 
so uninformative, so complicated 
and so altogether stupid that it is 
a wonder anyone filled it in at all.

This decision of a bare majority 
of the Advisory Committee will 
not be satisfactory to the intelligent 
and thoughtful people of Alberta 
who are aware of the cruel and

Major David Howrie of Vernon, 
who is head of Canadian Legion 
there, thinks that all this was a 
prostitution of the honor of the 
Victoria Cross and a humiliation to 
good officers to make these ap- 
peals. We think this is an entirely 
wrong view to take. It is certainly 
too bad that these drafted men have 
to be talked to in this fashion, but 
that is part of the game. It is alto- 
gether to the credit of such great 
soldiers as Gen, Pearkes and Col. 
that they will take the 
extra trouble to speak as they have 
done. It is by precept, by example, 
by admonition that prejudices are 
broken down and men finally are 
induced to do their duty.

Ideal of World Supra-National Organization Seen Advanced by 
“Big Four’ and United Nations’ Relief Organization; Victor Hugo's 


Words May Be Realized. 


Chapter XIII. 

The citizen of New York or California looks for security 
not only to his state but to the nation. He cherishes his na- 
tional citizenship at least as much as his membership in the 
Btate or local community. But the addition of another 
loyalty, to a commonwealth of nations, seems to be a forbid- 


ding psychological transition. 


The “logical” reasons offered by 


such opposition reveal its bias. For 
example, much is made about “our 
boys travelling to the far ends of 
the earth” to police some region, 
but no objection is made to the 
necessity, even during peace, of a 
huge navy which constantly sends 
“our boys” to remote waters. The 
professional soldier of an interna- 
tional police force would accept 
travel as part of his duty. Civilians 
would have a better chance of being 
spared an unwanted trip, if there 
were an international control and 
sufficient force to make control 
effective. 

After all, the United States itself 
is a successful federation of states, 
among whom there was. war only 80 
years-ago, The Constitution, viewed 
in the light of the current contro- 
versy, is an amazing document. The 
proud, and sovereign states, Vir- 
ginia, New York and the rest, gave 
up their inalienable rights to fight 
each other, wage trade wars, and 
levy taxes on exports, The United 
States Supreme Court in its juris- 
diction over the centroversies of 
soveregin states is the first ex- 
ample of an international court in 
history, From this very limited pre- 
cedent, others have proposed broad- 
er experiments. Their hope is by 
gradualism to reach a World 
Federation, 


GROUPING PROPOSED 

Lionel Curtis, in Civitas Dei, has 
proposed a grouping of Great Bri- 
tain, Australia and New Zealand. 
Clarence Streit, in Union Now, 
urges a larger federation of 15 na- 
tions (the United States, Great 
Britain, Canada, France, Australia, 
Belgium, Denmark, Finland, Ire- 
land, Netherlands, New Zealand, 
Norway, Sweden, Switzerland and 
the Union of South Africa). Most 
functions would be preserved for 
the Individual nations, but citizen- 
ship, défence, intérnational trade, 
currency, and communications 
would he controlled by the Union, 
A bicameral legislature, executive 
board, prime minister, cabinet and 
high.court are provided as the fed- 
eral organs. The representation 
would be based on population, in 
one house of the legislature, and 
on a minimum-plus- population 
basis in the other branch of the 
legislature. 

These and other regional plans 
(such as Count Coudenhove-Kaler- 
gi's) are the gropings of a dis- 
traught world towards a goal not 
immediately obtainable. They are 
to be distinguished from an inter- 
national League of Nations, which 
recognizes the absolute sovereignty 
of each state, and is therefore un- 
workable. These proposals at least 
envision a surrender of certain 
sovereign functions in the interest 
of world peace. Their educational 
and psychological value is con- 
siderable, for the consideration of 
such suggestions prepares public 
opinion for the new and shocking 
idea, 

Patriotism may thereby dis- 
cover that there is no incon- 
sistency between affection for 
one’s country and allegiance to 
the constellation of states of 
which it is part. Indeed, when 
one views the suffering which 
each country is compelled to 
undergo periodically, the sacri- 
fice of a portion of sovereign 
exclusiveness is a cheap price to 
Pay for national security, 
Lincoln once stated the case for 

that higher patriotism which does 
not falter at an untried concept. 
“The dogmas of the quiet past are 
inadequate to the stormy present. 
The occasion is piled hight with 
difficulty, and we must rise with 
the occasion. As our case is new, 
go must bethink anew and act 
anew, We must disenthrall our- 
selves, and then we shall save our 
country.” 

FEASIBLE STRUCTURE 

Some have criticized regional 
federalism and have urged the at- 
tainment of the ultimate step in 
one bold leap. “A world federa- 
tion or a world state is the feasibie 
political structure of a universal 
civilization, The less mankind ex- 
periments with ersatz or artificial 
solutions of regionalism, the 
sooner it will aitain security and 
peace,” wrote Nicholas Doman in 
The Coming Age of World Con- 
trol. But in choosing between the 
possibility of complete failure be- 
cause of popular apprehensiveness, 
and partial success, is not the latter 
the wiser course? 

We may he sure that the evolu- 
tion of international federation is 
gradually taking place. Dynastic 
wars brought abou’ monarchical 
states. National wars were instru- 
mental in shaping national states, 


‘Now world wars are accelerating 


the movement toward world-wide 
organization, 

The fierce flames of war make 
tua stand at a distance and hide 
from some of us the melting pro- 
cesses going on within, Our atten- 
tion is riveted on the battle and we 
may not be aware that some of the 
instruments being forged for com- 
bat will have utility in peace. The 
nationalist jealousies of the mili- 
tary leaders and armies have been 
overcome in an unprecedented 
manner. General Dwight LEisen- 
hower, General Douglas MacArthur 
and Lord Louis Mountbatten com- 
mand armies of many nations. 
Joint conferences shape political 
and military plans, The traditional 
military hierarchy, whose supreme 
authority stemmed from national- 
ism, now is disciplined to interna- 
tional leadership. This is an ad- 
vance over the most difficull sector 


proach to the International Police 
Force such as one would not have 
dared: anticipate ten’ years ago. 


REGIONAL GROUPS 

Similarily, regional political con- 
stellations are being formed, their 
orbit determined by the hazards of 


war. Churchill during a war crisis 
offered to join France and England 
into one nation. Similar trends are 
observed in Scandinavia and in the 
Balkans. The Czechrand Polish 
governments in exile have dis- 
cussed post-war federation their 
two nations. The Italians have pro- 
posed a Latin bloc. The Pan- 
American community has _ pro- 
gressed through the Montevideo 
Conference in 1933, the agreement 
at Buenos Aires in 1936, and the 
agreement at Lima in 1938, all 
founded upon the system of settle- 
ment of inter-American disputes 
devised in 1929. The settlement of 
the Bolivia-Paraguay conflict by 
joint pressure of the informal “fed- 
eration” was an illustration of the 
potential power of regional organ- 
ization. in August, 1940, the Presi- 
dent of the United States and the 
Prime Minister of Canada made the 
Ogdenshurg agreement, setting up 
a Joint Defence Board for their two 
countries, 

These are far from constitutional 
federations but they indicate the 
pressure of historical developnient. 
Above all other tendencies is the 
closely knit, unified conduct of 
Great Britain and the United 
States, pooling economic resources, 
armies, weapons, and political pur- 
pose in one grand strategy, ‘To- 
gether with China and Russia, they 
could well constitute the ties among 
the regional federations. Here tua, 
the portents are favorable and in 
the same direction. 

The “Big Four”, the United 
States, Britain, Russia and China 
recently revised the United Na- 
tions Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration to include forty 
of their smaller colleagues, it 
created a policy-making Council 
consisting of one member from 
each of the nations ultimately 

participating is it, and a Central 
Committee consisting of one 
representative of each of the 
“Big Four”. The Council will act 
by a majority vote of all its mem- 
bers, big and little. It will ap- 
point a Director General on the 
unanimous recommendation of 
the Central Committee. Between 
sessions of the Council, this 
Central Comm'ttee “shall”, when 
necessary, make policy decisions 
of an emergency character”, but 
all such decisions “shall be open 
to reconsideration by the Coun- 
cil at any regular session or at 
any special session,” 

Here is a fine structure for post- 
war organization. Its massive lines 
and practical detail should comfort 
those who fear that it will be im- 
possible to translate into actuality 
the wraith-like designs of unprac- 
ticed world architects. 

Thus the ideal of a world supra- 
national organization can be per- 
ceived in the distance, even if 
dimly. Perhaps the prophetic words 
written by Victor Hugo on the walls 
of the Palais de Vosges in Paris 
will still come true, “I am a party, 
a party which does not exist yet. 
A party of revolution—civilization. 
This party will make the twentieth 
century, out of which first the 
United States of Europe and later 
the United States of the World will 
emerge.” 


USUAL TAUNTS 

The usual taunts will be hurled: 
“starry-eyed idealism,” “visionary 
schemes,” “impractical. dreams” — 
and all the worn-out cliches com- 
posed by those practical, hard- 
headed men who have been unable 
to stop the world’s descent into the 
chasm of darkness, They are “ex- 
perts”, thoroughly disqualified by 
the greatest failure in history. They 
have lost the privilege of derisive 
criticism and superior airs, Inthe 
test-tube of history, it was their 
“realism” which proved to be 
Starry-eyed and impracticable. The 
torch which fell from their inept 
hands js extinguished. We must 
light it again with courage and dar- 
ing. There is little to lose. We 
inherit from them a desolate world, 
ravaged and wracked with agony.

War Services Council Planning 
Recreation Centre for Service Men 


Edmonton is shortly to have a 
spacious downtown recreation 
centre for Allied service men and 
women, under Canadian auspices, 


it was announced today by Har- 
old L. Weir, chairman of the War 
Services Council for Northern 
Alberta. 

The new recreation centre, to be 
operated by the Y.M.C.A. National 
War Services, and sponsored by the 
War Services Council, will occupy 
the large office and showroom of 
the Mills Motors building at the 
corner of Jasper avenue and 109 
Street. . It will be known as “The 
United Services Centre” and is ex- 
pected to be open by June 15, 

A special feature of the centre 
will be a section set apart exclusive- 
ly for service women, with a sep- 
arate entrance. This, Mr. Weir de- 
clared, will fill an acute need in 
Edmonton. 

Assisting Y.M.C.A. officials in 
administrating the centre will be 
an advisory board, headed by H. 
Brock Smith, chairman of the hostel 
and recreation committee of the 
council, Members of this board will 
include Mr. Weir (ex-officio), Wal- 


do F. Empey, president of the Y.M.! 


C.A, board of directors; J. Boyd 
McBride, K.C., president of the 
Edmonton Chamber of Commerce; 
and Mrs. G. F. Hagelstein, director 
of the Citizens’ Volunteer Commit- 
tee. 


TO VACATE BUILDING 

The Mills Motors Building, now 
occupied by Marine Operators—an 
American war enterprise—is to be 
vacated by June 1. Immediately 
following this, eqntractors will start 
work on the alterations required to 
make the building suitable for its 
new role, 


AMONG FACILITIES 


Facilities to be included in the 
new centre, in addition to the ser- 
vice women’s section, consist of a 
fully equipped canteen, writing 
rooms, games room, lounge, press- 
ing service for men, and a dance 
floor. It is expected that the canteen 
will be run and staffed by a volun- 
teer women’s organization. All other 
activities will be under the direct- 
jon of a Y.M.C.A. war services 
supervisor and staff, who, it is ex- 
pected, will be named within the 
next few days, 

George D. Young, area secretary 
of the Y.M.C.A, National War Ser- 
vices for the prairies and the Yukon 
Territory, is in the city making ar- 
rangements for the opening of the 
new centre, 


IS HAPPY 


Interviewed today, Mr. Young ex- 
pressed appreciation of the work 
done by the hostel and recreation 
committee of the War Services 
Council, who handled all negotia- 
tions with the owners of the build- 
ing, the American interests now oc- 
cupying it, and government officials 
in Ottawa, 

“It may not be generally known,” 
he said, “but the committee has 
been working on the project for 18 
months, Owing to the shortage of 
suitable space in Edmonton it has 
been impossible up till now to find 
suitable quarters, I think the build- 
ing selected is ideal for the purpo:e 
and the location is excellent, It is a 
source of great satisfaction to my 
organization to know that those who 
have worked se long to make this 
centre possible are to continue their 
connection wtih it as members of 
our advisory board, and that they 
will co-operate in the work of mak- 
ing the building ready for occu- 
pancy.” 

Discussing the need for such: a 


centre in Edmonton, Mr. Weir 
pointed out that up to now recrea- 
tional facilities services for the 
armed sérvices in Edmonton have 
been woefully inadequate. 

“Our good friends, the Ameri- 
cans, have been more than gener- 
ous,” he said. “We have made 
counts on several occasions, and 
we found that by far the majority 
of service people using their 
former Red Cross centre on 
Jasper avenue were Canadians. 
Now they have opened splendid 
new quarters on 100 street, and 
have welcomed our boys and girls 
to make use of them, as | am sure 
they will. 

“It is a source of great satisfac- 
tion to me to be able to extend an 
invitation to the American services 
to come to our new Canadian 
centre, and to te! them that they 
will always find there a friendly 
welcome.” 

Mr. Weir stated that while the 
new United Services centre and 
the new American Red Cross Club 
add considerably to Edmonton's 
facilities for armed services, they 
will not be excessive. 

“We who are working with these 
problems every day know that we 
are still going to be faced with 
over-crowding, in all our recreation 
centres, especially at the week- 
ends,” he said. 


TO GIVE SERVICE 

Mr, Weir pointed out that the 
recreation centres in Edmonton 
were not only for service personnel 
stationed in this city, but also for 
transient members of the forces, 
and others from nearby centres 
who come to Edmonton for leaves. 

In conclusion, Mr. Weir expressed 
his thanks to American officials 
who are co-operating generously by 
vacating the Mills Motors premises 
at an earlier date than otherwise 
would have been necessary.

Future Peace 
Said Common 
Concern of All

WASHINGTON, May 1~(CP)— 
Viscount Halifax, British ambass- 
ador to the United States, told the 
American Society of International 

Law Saturday night that one of 
the hopes for future peace is in 
development of the idea that 
“peace and world order are the 

common concern of all.” 

“In this war, more plainly than 
in the last,” he said, “we have found 
that no neutrality will avail by it- 
self to protect the interest of a neu- 
tral, or even to secure its national 
existence.” 

Lord Halifax was one of the 
speakers at the banquet closing the 
society's two-day convention here. 


BETTER UNDERSTANDING 

The war has brought the United 
States and the British Common- 
wealth to a better understanding 
of each other, he said, 

“It is leading both our peoples to 
realize that in discharging whatever 
responsibilities the needs of world 
security may place upon us, we are 
not, and shall not be, acting in any 
spirit of good fairy generosity to the 
world, but in the strictest temper 

of self-interest. 

“it is one of the crowning mer- 
cies of our times that there is no 
part of the earth’s surface where 
American and British interests 
are in clash, or where, on the 
other hand, it is not to the high- 
est advantage of both that they 
should stand together.” 

Aggressors must be refused the 
opportunity to begin again and con- 
trols or prohibitions must be main- 
tained “until we are satisfied that 
there is a real and permanent 
change of heart,” he said.

District officers commanding 
have been authorized to do every- 
thing possible to co-operate with 
municipalities in making tempor- 
ary arrangements for families 
evicted from their homes, parti- 
cularly where those affected are 
dependents of servicemen, accord- 
ing to a telegram from the minis- 
ter of national defence, Hon. J. L. 
Ralston, to the War Services 
Council of Northern Alberta, 

The telegram came in reply to 
one sent to Mr. Ralston by the 
council, urging the Dominion gov- 
ernment to freeze the May 1 evict- 
ion of servicemen’s and ex-service- 
men’s families in Edmonton. 

The text of the reply follows: 

Matter you mention has been very 
fully considered. Statements on the 
situation were made some time ago 
by parliamentary assistant to the 
minister of finance, and by Donald 
Gordon, chairman Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board, 

These statements showed that ac- 
tion which had been taken had re- 
duced possible evictions to a frac- 
tional part of the number which 
had to be dealt with before the 
regulations were amended, 


OTHER PROBLEMS 


Also showed that in respect of 
comparatively small number of 
cases remaining there were separ- 
ate problems in each community 
depending on local conditions and 
that the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board had gone as far as was con- 
sidered warranted respecting the 
national situation in support of rent 
controls and that these various 
local problems were appropriate to 
be dealt with by loca! problems on 
basis of local conditions. 

Apart from these considerations 
however it would seem that rem- 
edy you suggest would react ad- 
versely on the very class whom it 
is intended to help for the reason 
that it would put dependents seek- 
ing accommodation in a very dis- 
advantageous position as against 
other applicants for tenancies, as 
property owners would hesitate 
about renting to tenants who would 
have special exemptions against the 
owner himself. 


HOUSE STATEMENTS 

I made further statements in the 
house yesterday regarding assist- 
ance which might be given by De- 
pendents Board of Trustees to de- 
pendents of members of the forces 
who may be threatened with evic- 
tion and who may have other ac- 
commodation available but have 
special or emergency needs of fin- 
ancial assistance to meet transporta- 
tion costs and also regarding special 
housing measures for house build- 
ing primarily for benefit of depend- 
ents of members of force who might 
be without accommodation. 

Naturally this department while 
it has no jurisdiction in housing 
matters is particularly concerned 
regarding ex-service men's depend- 
ents and district officers command- 
ing have been authorized to do 
everything possible to co-operate 
with municipalities in making tem- 
porary arrangements, mentioning 
particularly cases of dependents of 
members of the forces.

Day Nursery 
Report To Be 
Under Review 


A report of the provincial day 
nursery advisory committee, 
which records opposition to the 
establishment of day nurseries in 
Calgary and Edmonton, will be 
laid before the provincial cabinet 
Tuesday, according to Hon, Dr, W. 
W. Cross, minister of public wel- 
fare, The minister said it would 
be up to the cabinet to decide 
whether or not the scheme will be 
dropped, 


Of the eight persons in Edmonton 
who signified they would usé the 
facilities of a day nursery, only four 
were within the category required, 
Dr. Cross said. (The nursery was to 
be for the use of mothers who work- 
ed in war plants, and who had child- 
ren of pre-school age.) 

In Calgary, of the 37 applications 
received, only 17 were from persons 
who qualified as war workers. The 
minimum number of children re- 
quired under the proposed scheme 
was 20. 


HAS BEEN REJECTED 

The day nursey plan has been re- 
jected by the provinces of Manito- 
ba, Saskatchewan, and British Col- 
umbia. “Vancouver turned the plan 
down flat, after making a complete 
investigation,” said Dr. Cross. 

Under the proposed plan, the Do- 
minion government would contrib- 
ute 50 per cent of the cost of a 
nursery, the province 25 per cent, 
and the municipality concerned 25 
per cent. Proceeds of the nurseries 
were to be shared between the Do- 
minion and the municipality, 


Oil Leases Under 
Alberta Control 


Oil leases in Southern Alberta are 
almost entirely under provincial 
jurisdiction as of May 1, it was 
learned here today, when Hon, N. 
E. Tanner, minister of lands and 
mines, announced that Saturday 
was “cut-off” day for transfer of 
leases to provincial jurisdiction. 

Formerly, many leases were held 
under the Dominion government, a 
stiuation which led to conflict of 
authority between the two govern- 
ments. These leases in many cases 
had been taken over many years 
ago, before the province was given 
control of its natural resources. 

Mr. Tanner said the bulk of Dom- 
inion leaseholders have now turned 
their leases over to the province. 
In this group are included some of 
the biggest companies in the Tur- 
ner Valley field.

The early impressions a child 
gets from our words are ever- 
lasting. 

By our shrugs, our frowns, our 
disdainful sniffs, far more than by 
our words, we create attitudes 
Which color a child's future opin- 
ions. Later, he may learn that his 
attitudes have no basis in fact, but 
there they are, weighting opinions, 
fostering prejudices, changing be- 


| havior. 


This is a load to put upon any 
mother, but she has to be self- 
conscious about the subtle ideas 
she expresses with or without 
words. 

Suppose the mother is interested 
She has acquired 
the habit of shrugging her shoul- 
ders disdainfully when food is men- 
tioned. She doesn't want to talk 
about it, She implies that an in- 
terest in food is gross, Under such 
influences how could a child ever 
become a good eater? The parental 
attitudes are anti-food 

The parent bears a real burden 
to keep her children free of ham- 
pering prejudices in this present- 
day world made so ugly by them. 
She may consciously speak well 
of all races, colors and creeds, but 
do her actions match her words? 
It is they which will impress her 
children, not her smug words, 

It goes on every day, this un- 
conscious education which builds up 
towering edifices of attitudes, pre- 
judices and unfounded opinions 
which the child will be the rest of 
his life living up to or endeavor- 
ing to slough off. 

Mrs, J. C. M., is face to face with 
a case of exactly this type. “Up to 
a month ago when my daughter 
would put her hands on her geni- 
tals whenever I changed her, 1 said 
nothing but removed her _ hand. 


Then a friend of mine, a nurse, told | 


me each time she did this to say 
‘nasty.’ I tried this but my daugh- 
ter, excited by this attention, does 


it more than ever, I think what I 
did first was right.” | 
At least it was better than this. | 
What good sex education tries to 
do is to erase the idea that sex and 
nastiness are allied. Here is this 
tiny baby already being inoculated | 
with such ideas, which will make 
future sex education a farce. 
Children explore their whole bod- 
jes, poking fingers into eyes, cars 
and noses, putting whole hands into 
their mouths and examining fingers 
and toes with complete absorption. 
By making an exploration of this 
portion of her anatomy naughty 
behavior or high-lighting it by your 
attention, you drive the child to 
special efforts to discover ils mys- 
teries. That obviously is not what 
you are trying to do

Principal point in the alliance 
platform and the one which arouses 
the warmest criticism is that call- 
ing for the regulation of trade in 
major export commodities by a 
system of international agreements.
